To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Easton  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
County  of  Grafton,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Town  on 
Tuesday,  the  9th  day  of  March,  at  7  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article     1.     To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Town  Road  Aid: 
Town's  share  $61.20,  State's  share  $407.98,  and  raise  money  for  same. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $97.79  to  the  White  Mountains  Region  Association,  $50.00  for 
Ski  93,  $50.00  for  Franconia-Easton-Sugar  Hill  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  the  selectmen  and 
other  town  officers  an  annual  salary  during  the  current  year  in  accordance 
with  the  following  schedule,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  money  for 
same: 

Chairman,  Board  of  Selectmen  $250.00 

Selectman  200.00 

Selectman  200.00 

Tax  Collector  200.00 

Town  Clerk  125.00 

Treasurer  100.00 

Auditor  25.00 

If  approved,  it  is  understood  that  the  selectmen  and  other  salaried  town 
officers  will  receive  no  fees  or  any  other  compensation  for  their  services 
except  the  usual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  connection 
with  their  official  duties. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  action  the  voters  wish  to  take  to  contribute 
$37.00  to  Lisbon  Nursing  Assn.  and  $74.00  to  White  Mountain  Community 
Service. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$1,750.00  for  the  cemetery  to  improve  the  road  and  provide  other  services. 

Article     6A.  See  Cemetery  Trustee  Report  for  this  Article. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
hire  money  for  defraying  town  charges  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  if 
necessary. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  selectmen  to  allow  a 
discount  for  early  payment  of  taxes.    What  percent  and  at  what  time?

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Another  year  has  passed  and  we  can  report  a  few  changes  that  will 
insure  an  orderly  progress  for  the  town. 

Re-appraisal  of  all  town  properties  at  100%  of  valuation  was  completed 
by  the  State  Tax  Commission.  A  hearing  was  held  and  seven  abatements 
were  granted. 

A  Zoning  Ordinance  was  adopted  in  March  and  amended  in  June. 
Besides  orderly  progress  this  will  protect  our  town  from  exploitation. 

A  Board  of  Adjustment  was  appointed  on  August  1st  as  required 
by  law.  For  5  years  -  Jon  Putnam,  Chm.;  For  4  years  -  Dean  Clark; 
For  3  years  -  John  Sykes;  For  2  years  -  Olive  Nelson,  Sec;  For  1  year  - 
Ion  Whitcomb. 

We  wish  to  commend  the  Cemetery  committee  for  the  progress  they 
are  making  towards  the  beautification  of  our  Kinsman  Cemetery. 

Our  Library  committee  deserves  a  good  word  also.  There  are  many 
excellent  books  available.    Why  not  take  advantage  of  it. 

We  regret  to  report  that  for  the  second  time  in  two  months  the 
American  Flag  has  been  stolen  from  the  pole  at  the  town  hall.  This  is 
being  reported  to  the  committee  hearing  in  the  state  legislature,  regarding 
a  proposed  bill  allowing  a  maximum  fine  and  imprisonment  for  flag 
steahng  and  burning. 

At  the  1970  town  meeting  there  was  a  discussion  on  the  repair  of 
the  exterior  of  the  town  hall,  aluminum  siding  versus  painting.  We 
have  obtained  an  estimate  of  $4500.00  for  aluminum  siding.  Painting 
should  cost  about  $1500.00.  Let  us  all  give  this  some  thought  and  we 
can  make  a  decision  at  town  meeting,  as  the  building  must  be  preserved. 

There  is  money  due  us  from  the  state  for  town  road  aid  and  we 
expect  to  have  our  town  roads  oiled  with  this,  as  far  as  it  will  go. 

1970  was  good  to  us  financially.  Many  of  our  expenses  were  lower 
than  expected.   We  wound  up  the  year  with  a  good  surplus. 

There  were  a  number  of  improvements  made  in  the  town  hall,  such 
as:  a  new  water  pump,  gas  hot  water  heater,  new  fixtures  in  the  washrooms 
and  reTdecoration  of  the  washrooms  and  the  selectmen's  office. 
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Many  thanks  to  the  ladies,  who  have  donated  drinking  cup  dispensers 
and  wastepaper  baskets  to  the  washrooms,  shades  to  the  kitchen  and  a 
beautiful  clock  to  the  meeting  hall. 

We  are  also  pleased  that  the  ladies  are  using  the  town  hall  for  their 
occasional  get-togethers.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  EASTON  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 

The  voters  of  the  Town  of  Easton  appropriated  $1000.00  for  care  and 
improvement  of  the  cemetery  during  1970.  Fortunately  we  were  able  to 
employ  Ernest  Doolan,  in  his  spare  time,  to  do  much  of  the  work.  The 
cemetery  was  well  mowed,  clipped  and  tidy  for  Memorial  Day,  with  flags 
for  our  Veterans'  graves  provided  by  the  Littleton  V.F.W. 

Loam  was  delivered  to  fill  sunken  lots  and  these  were  fertilized  and 
seeded.  During  the  late  summer  Joel  McKenzie  was  hired  with  his  backhoe 
to  remove  some  of  the  rocks.  Percy  Pease  kindly  gave  his  permission  to 
dump  them  over  the  bank  on  his  land  adjoining  the  cemetery.  After  many 
of  the  holes  were  filled,  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  a  bulldozer  -  Fred  Hunt's- 
to  level  the  fill  and  loam  before  seeding  the  bare  spots.  Due  to  the  un- 
usual number  of  burials  it  was  difficult  to  get  the  grounds  really  smoothed 
up  and  the  grass  growing  properly,  also  because  of  the  weather  and  being 
late  in  the  fall,  the  work  had  to  be  stopped.  It  is  hoped  that  the  road 
can  be  improved  and  the  rest  of  the  rocks  removed  in  the  spring  and 
summer  of  1971. 

The  Trust  Fund  Lots  were  well  cared  for  and  three  new  Trust  Funds 
set  up.  The  Cemetery  Committee  hope  to  establish  rules  for  the  cemetery, 
perhaps  with  the  requirement  that  all  new  lots  shall  have  a  trust  fund 
to  provide  care  for  each  lot.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

During  this  past  year,  the  public  has  shown  a  great  deal  of  cooperation  in  the  prevention 
of  fires.   We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

Your  forest  fire  warden's  job  would  be  easier  if  everyone  understood  the  State  laws 
that  govern  the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires,  a  synopsis  of  these  laws  follow. 

FIRE  PERMITS 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near  woodland  anytime  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow.  This  includes  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator, 
grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush  burning  (SUCH  BURNING  IS  RESTRICTED 
BY  REGULATION  TO  BE  PRIOR  TO  9:00  A.M.  and  AFTER  5:00  P.M.). 

An  Air  Pollution  regulation  forbids  the  burning  of  household  waste  in  towns  where 
such  rubbish  is  collected  by  the  town. 

EXCEPTIONS 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  under  normal  conditions  with  permission 
of  the  District  Fire  Chief  and  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property  with  permission  of  the  Fire 
Warden.  On  anothers'  property  with  written  permission  of  the  landowner  and  permission 
of  the  Fire  Warden.  The  Warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits 
for  cooking  fires  in  the  White  Mountain  National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia 
Office  or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are  not  required  in  public  camp  or  picnic  grounds 
where  fireplaces  have  been  built  for  this  purpose.
